Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Group VIII, claim 26, drawn to a 
method for identifying compounds that modulate PSGL binding polypeptides. 
Applicants traverse the restriction requirement with respect to Groups VI and VIII for the 

reasons set forth below. 

Method claims in Groups VI and VIII require a step of contacting a test 
compound with a polypeptide of the invention, Because test compounds that bind to the 
polypeptide according to claims of Group VI are also expected to modulate 
properties/acMy of the polypeptide as in claims of Group VIII. there would be no 
serious burden imposed on the examiner by examining Groups VI and VIII together 

Applicants request withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to claims of 
Groups VI and VIII.

Timely Filed. Applicants beiieve that this response is timely filed. Applicants request 
that this response be entered without payment of extension fees.
